Hou« mine explosions In this district 
within the laat few yuara have occur- 
red ut tlmcM when tho barometer was 
very low, has resulted in the forma- 
tion of ft system by the local ofllco of 
tho United States "Weather Bureau by 
which all coat mines can bo warned 
uny time the barometer la expected to 
full. Tho information is contained in 
a statement by Henry Penny wit, head 
of tho PUtsburg bureau. It reads In 
port. 


It Is an established fact that

pressure ot tho atmosphere has u di- 
rect bearing1 on tho explosions Jn coal 
mines In thut, while the pressure Is 
high, the gaa in tho mines is confined 
In poclcots nnd tho danger of an ex- 
plosion IB at a minimum; but, when 
there Is a. marked full In pressure (not 
necessarily, however, to abnormally 
low pressure.) causing 
the 
gos to 


spread from the pocketn where it has 
been coniined, the chances ot explos- 
ion ttro greatly Increased.

mine operators In "Western Pennsyl- 
vania communicate with this ofllcc 
relative to the manner in which the 
Infortrmtion can befit 
rcnch 
them,

back to one hour, thirty minutes, Df- 
teen and finally zero, when It would 
be necessary to open tbe valves and 
breathe the outer air or suffocate.

CHAPTEB VIII. 


Fighting For th* Min*. 


was a cold, gray morning 


wben a dozen of tbe men eho- 
BCU to effect the flrst descent 
into the mine gathered inshio 


tho small stockade about tbo ulr abaft 
Outside tbe fence, unmindful of the 
rain and cold, a hundred'silent, nncx- 
presslve faces pressed clo»e against tho 
palings and watched forfwhat mlgbt 
come. 
Everything was In readiness 


tor tbo descent Inside the dome above 
tbe air shaft the seal had b&n remov- 
ed, and tbo double doors, forming a 
sort of vestibule which connected this 
room with tbo outer world, made an 
effective air lock through which tb» 
men mlgbt enter.

mewt, and tbencc out through the sec- 
ond door Into B entry. Tbcie we were 
to take the temperature with a keif 
recording thermometer nnd obsene 
whatever we could without going more 
than a few yards from tbo door.

With a last look ot the cold, giay 


•fcy, we adjusted our helmets.

clamps were tightened, tbe washers in- 
flated, and we drew In long breaths of 
the damp air.
